indicates an increased risk of perinatal mortality and fetal structural abnormalities. 


A High-Sensitivity Assay for Amniotic Fluid Insulin at 14-20 
Weeks’ Gestation 


An immunochemiluminomimetric assay demonstrated log,, Gaussian insulin 


concentrations in 14-20 week amniotic fluid at greater than eight-fold the assay 
detection limit and stability for 70 days.

Extrauterine Pregnancy Resulting From Early Uterine Rupture 
Extrauterine pregnancy might result from early rupture of a cesarean scar. 
Severe Early Onset Preeclampsia Secondary to Bilateral Ureteral 
Obstruction Reversed by Stenting 


Pregnant women who had childhood surgery for vesicoureteral reflux might have 
severe early onset preeclampsia caused by bilateral ureteral obstruction that might 
be reversed by stenting. 


Antenatal Diagnosis of Vesicouterine Fistula 


A uterine rupture and associated vesicouterine fistula were diagnosed in a 
multiparous woman at 26 weeks’ gestation. 
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Herpes Simplex Virus Encephalitis in Pregnancy 


Suspected maternal encephalitis requires immediate antiviral and antibiotic 
treatment, and polymerase chain reaction can detect herpes simplex virus infections 


in pregnant women and fetuses. 
Antenatal Diagnosis of Fetal Hepatic Hemangioma Treated With 
Maternal Corticosteroids 


Maternal corticosteroid therapy should be considered when an enlarging fetal 


hepatic hemangioma is detected antenatally. 


Lateral Nasal Proboscis: Antenatal Diagnosis and Counseling 


Lateral nasal proboscis can be diagnosed antenatally and is not associated with 


intracranial malformations. 


Antepartum Diagnosis of Fetal Intracranial Hemorrhage due to 
Maternal Bernard-Soulier Syndrome 


Maternal immunization to glycoprotein IB/IX secondary to Bernard-Soulier 


syndrome caused severe fetal thrombocytopenia and intracranial bleeding. 


Acute Intrapartum Fetoplacental Transfusion in Monochorionic 
Twin Pregnancy 


Acute fetoplacental transfusion is a serious intrapartum complication of second 


twins in monochorionic pregnancies. 


Moyamoya Disease Presenting as Cerebral Infarction After

Moyamoya disease might present as cerebral infarction after cesarean. 


Late Uterine Wedge Resection of Placenta Increta 


Wedge resection of the uterine wall might help preserve reproductive function in 


placenta increta.

The Argon beam coagulator might be a useful adjuvant in the treatment of placenta 
accreta.

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Risk Factors for Perinatal Human Immunodeficiency Virus

Maternal weight and conditions associated with fetal exposure to maternal blood or 
cervicovaginal secretions may diminish the efficacy of zidovudine chemoprophylaxis 
in terms of preventing perinatal human immunodeficiency virus type 1 
transmission. 


Prenatal Diagnosis of Fetal Cytomegalovirus Infection After 
Primary or Recurrent Maternal Infection 


Prenatal diagnosis of fetal cytomegalovirus infection should include polymerase 
chain reaction assay in addition to viral culture, particularly for congenital infections 
after maternal recurrence. 


Value of Perinatal Autopsy 


In our series, autopsy determined the cause of perinatal death in 94% of cases and 
altered counseling or recurrence risk estimates in 26%. 


Comparison of Late-Second-Trimester Nonstress Test 
Characteristics Between Small for Gestational Age and 
Appropriate for Gestational Age Infants 


Periodic or episodic deceleration and increased fetal heart rate variability during the 
late second trimester are associated with an increased risk of growth-restricted 
infants. 


Clinical Implications of Atypical Chromosome Abnormalities 
Diagnosed Prenatally 

Atypical aneuploidy, observed in 1.0% of prenatal karyotypes, confers sufficient 
ambiguity to render counseling and prenatal decision making difficult, even in the 
absence of associated structural malformations. 


Adverse Obstetric Outcome in Low- and High-Risk Pregnancies: 
Predictive Value of Maternal Serum Screening 

Unexplained elevated serum alpha-fetoprotein or hCG levels increase the risk of 
adverse pregnancy outcome in women with low a priori risk but not in women with 
high a priori risk. 


General Health and Psychological Symptom Status in Pregnancy 
and the Puerperium: What Is Normal? 


Physical and psychological health status change significantly during pregnancy and 
the puerperium. 
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Serious Maternal Morbidity After Childbirth: 
Prolonged Hospital Stays and Readmissions 


Serious maternal morbidity resulting in prolonged delivery hospitalization or 


readmission is predicted by age over 32 years, black ethnicity, and primiparity. 


Induced Abortion and Subsequent Pregnancy Duration 


Induced abortion may alter pregnancy duration in a subsequent pregnancy.

Vaginal 5-Fluorouracil for High-Grade Cervical Dysplasia in 
Human Immunodeficiency Virus Infection: 
A Randomized Trial 


Administration of intravaginal 5-fluorouracil reduces recurrence of cervical 
intraepithelial neoplasia after standard surgery for high-grade lesions in human 
immunodeficiency virus-infected women. 


Factors Affecting Prophylactic Oophorectomy in Postmenopausal 
Women 


Practice style may significantly affect the likelihood of receiving concomitant 


oophorectomy when postmenopausal women undergo hysterectomy. 


FSH Levels in Relation to Hysterectomy and to Unilateral 
Oophorectomy 


Follicle-stimulating hormone concentrations are higher in women who have had 


hysterectomies, even if at least one ovary remains. 


Anatomy of Pelvic Arteries Adjacent to the Sacrospinous 


Ligament: Importance of the Coccygeal Branch of the Inferior 
Gluteal Artery 


Arterial injury can be avoided during sacrospinous ligament suspension if sutures 


are placed along the superior border of the ligament more than 2.5 cm medial to the 


ischial spine, while avoiding full thickness. 


Maternal Central Hemodynamics in Hypertensive Disorders of 
Pregnancy 


Preclinical hyperdynamic circulatory alterations occur in preeclampsia and 
gestational hypertension, but preeclampsia is characterized by subsequent 


hemodynamic crossover to a low cardiac output, vasoconstricted state. 


Vaginal Birth After Cesarean and Uterine Rupture Rates in 
California 


California state discharge data confirm a low rate of uterine rupture among women 


attempting vaginal birth after cesarean. 


Violent Maternal Deaths in North Carolina 


Obstetric providers often were unaware of abuse among maternal deaths from 


intimate partner homicide or depression among maternal deaths from suicide. 


Randomized Comparison of Oral Misoprostol and Oxytocin for 
Labor Induction in Term Prelabor Membrane Rupture 


Oral misoprostol, though effective, results in significantly longer time from onset of 
induction to vaginal delivery than oxytocin when given for premature rupture of 
membranes. 
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Clinical Chorioamnionitis and Histologic Placental Inflammation — 1000 


Histologic confirmation of placental infection commonly is absent in cases of clinical 


diagnoses of maternal chorioamnionitis or possible neonatal sepsis. 


Outcome of Twin Pregnancies According to Intrapair Birth 
Weight Differences 1006 


Birth weight discordancy was associated with both antepartum fetal death and 

morbidity of prematurity in an analysis of 1370 consecutive twin gestations. 

Central Nervous System Abnormalities Assessed With Prenatal 
Magnetic Resonance Imaging 1011 


When a central nervous system abnormality is detected by prenatal ultrasound, 
magnetic resonance imaging findings may lead to altered diagnosis and patient 


counseling. 


Predicting the Risk of Cystic Fibrosis With Echogenic Fetal 
Bowel and One Cystic Fibrosis Mutation 1020 


The risk of cystic fibrosis associated with echogenic fetal bowel and one detectable 
cystic fibrosis mutation is highest in populations with the lowest mutation detection 
rates. 


Amnion-Chorion Separation After 17 Weeks’ Gestation 1024 


Amnion-chorion separation that persists beyond 17 weeks’ gestation is not 
necessarily a complication of amniocentesis and increases the risk of adverse 


perinatal outcomes. 


Immunohistochemical Localization of the Prostaglandin E 
Subtype-1 Receptor in Cytokine-Stimulated and Unstimulated 
Amnion Cells 1027 


The prostaglandin E subtype-1 receptor is nonuniformly localized on the amnion 


cell cytoplasmic membrane and is stimulated by inflammatory cytokines. 


Glutathione S-Transferase Isoenzymes in Decidua and Placenta 
of Preeclamptic Pregnancies 1033 


Lower levels of placental and decidual glutathione S-transferase pi might indicate a 
decreased operating capacity of the glutathione/ glutathione S-transferase 


detoxification system in patients with preeclampsia compared with controls. 


Instruments & Methods 


Abdominal Sacrospinous Ligament Colposuspension 1039 


The sacrospinous ligament complex can be approached abdominally through the 


space of Retzius to provide vaginal vault support. 


A Method of Masking Oxytocin Infusion Rates 1041 


With the use of a computer and commercially available infusion pump, oxytocin 
infusion rates may be masked, which helps the study of induction and 


augmentation of labor.
